Extract  from  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town. 


"The  taxes  of  all  persons  upon  whom  a  poll  tax  only  is  assessed,  shall  bepaid  on  or  before  the  twentieth  of  June,  in  each 
year.   All  other  taxes  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  da)'  of  October  in  each  year." 

"In  all  cases  where  tax  bills  are  not  paid  at  the  time- specified  in  the  second  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector,  forthwith 
to  issue  a  summons  to  each  delinquent;  and  if  such  delinquent  do  not  pay  the  amount  of  his  tax  within  ten  days  after  the 
issuing;  of  the  summons,  with  twenty  cents  more  for  the  summons,  the  Collector  shall  issue  his  warrant  to  an  officer,  who  shall 
forthwith  proceed  to  collect  the  amount  due,  in  manner  provided  by  law." 

"Six  per  cent,  interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  tax  bills  from  the  time  they  respectively  become  due,  until  paid." 

The  Collector  will  attend  to  receive  taxes,  at  Seaman's  store,  on  Friday,  the  20th  day  of  June,  and  on  Wednesday,  the  1st 

day  ot  October — the  current  year— from  7  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  8  P.  M.;  and  on  Thursday,  the  second,  from  1  to  8  o'clock  P.  M.
